ELMAR N.V. refinances debt facility 
at lower interest rate 




ORANJESTAD - The Board 
of Utilities Aruba N.V. to¬ 
gether with the Board of 
ELMAR N..V., last week, 
signed for a new 3-year loan 
with NIBanc for the sum of 30 
million US Dollars. This new 
loan is at an attractive reduced 
interest rate of 5.75% instead 
of the 7% interest rate of the 
past loan facilty. 

This reduced interest rate 
gives ELMAR more financial 
breathing space on her existing 
debts and makes way for more 
funds for the company to con¬ 
tinue to invest. 

With this loan ELMAR will 
refinance her existing debts 
and will have a larger surplus 
to do other investments. One 
of the projects they wil under¬ 
take is the “Prepaid meters” 


project. This project will en¬ 
able clients to have better con¬ 
trol over their daily electicity 
use. 

Soon ELMAR will begin 
with a “test fase” for the intro¬ 
duction of the “prepaid me¬ 
ters.”

Two British journaiists heid 
in Libya freed; ministry 


TRIPOLI (AFP) - Two British 
journalists working for an Iran¬ 
ian broadcaster who were de¬ 
tained by a Libyan militia last 
month have been freed, the in¬ 
terior ministry said on Sunday. 
The two journalists, Nicholas 
Davies and Gareth Mont- 
gomery-Johnson, were seated 
beside the official during the 
press conference, looking tired 
but healthy. 

Afterwards, they left the min¬ 
istry building in a British em¬ 
bassy car. 

Khadrawi said two Libyans 
had been arrested along with the 
Britons, but made no comment 
on what had become of them. 

The Swehli militia from the 


western city of Misrata, which 
also operates in Tripoli, seized 
the pair last month while they 
were reportedly filming in a 
sensitive area of Tripoli late at 
night. 

The commander of the mili¬ 
tia, Faraj Swehli, charged last 
month that the two Britons, who 
were working for Iran’s Eng¬ 
lish-Language Press TV, were 
being held for illegal entry and 
possible espionage. 

Swehli said suspicious con¬ 
duct by the journalists led his 
men to track them as they 
moved around Tripoli and con¬ 
ducted interviews at various 
ministries of the interim gov¬ 
ernment. 


As evidence, he laid in front 
of journalists included a ’’Made 
in Israel” army field dressing 
and photographs of men - who 
Swehli identified as the journal¬ 
ists in question — carrying 
weapons. 

On Wednesday, after exten¬ 
sive negotiations with interim 
authorities which had declared 
the detention illegal and after 
pressure from rights ^oups, the 
militia handed the journalists 
over to the interior ministry. 

Government spokesman Mo¬ 
hammed al-Harizi had told AFP 
on Saturday that the two were 
still under investigation because 
there was ’’too much informa¬ 
tion (suggesting) they were in 
Libya for purposes other than 
journalism.” 


East German rights activist Gauck 
elected president 



BERLIN (AFP) - Activist pas¬ 
tor Joachim Gauck was elected 
German president by an over¬ 
whelming majority Sunday, 
marking the first time a candi¬ 
date from the former commu¬ 
nist east will be head of state. 

Gauck, 72, claimed 991 
votes out of 1,232 from a spe¬ 
cial assembly of MPs and 
other dignitaries, parliamen¬ 
tary speaker Norbert Lammert 
said, against prominent Nazi 
hunter Beate Klarsfeld, 73, 
who was nominated as a 
protest candidate by the far-left 
party Die Linke. 

’’What a beautiful Sunday,” 


Gauck said to enthusiastic ap¬ 
plause from the chamber of the 
glass-domed Reichstag parlia¬ 
ment building in central Berlin 
after the vote. 

It was the third presidential 
election in three years for Ger¬ 
many after the abrupt resigna¬ 
tions of Gauck’s two 
predecessors. 

Gauck helped drive the 
peaceful revolution that 
brought down communist East 
Germany and later fought to 
ensure that the public would be 
granted access to the vast stash 
of files left behind by the de¬ 
spised Stasi secret police after 
reunification in 1990. He over¬ 
saw the archive for the next 
decade. 

Chancellor Angela Merkel, 
who also grew up under com¬ 
munism, gave her backing to 
the plain-spoken Lutheran pas¬ 
tor in February after President 
Christian Wulff stepped down 
amid a flurry of corruption al¬ 
legations dating from his time 
as a state premier. 

Wulff only served 20 


months of his five-year term in 
office. 

He had replaced Horst 
Koehler, a former head of the 
International Monetary Fund 
who bowed out after an uproar 
over comments he made ap¬ 
pearing to justify using the 
military to serve Germany’s 
economic interests. 

Claudia Roth, co-leader of 
the opposition Greens party, 
which supported Gauck’s can¬ 
didacy along with the rest of 
Germany’s mainstream parties, 
said the country was looking to 
Gauck to ’’give this badly dam¬ 
aged office dignity and respect 
again”. 

A poll for ARD public tele¬ 
vision released Saturday indi¬ 
cated that 80 percent of 
respondents consider him to be 
trustworthy. 

The media and the public 
cheered his candidacy as an 
opportunity to remove some of 
the tarnish from the largely 
ceremonial office which serves 
as a kind of moral compass for 
the nation. 


Interpol issues 
warrant for Kadhafi 
spy chief 



Abdullah al-Senussi, for¬ 
mer head of Libyan intelli¬ 
gence under the regime of 
late leader Moamer Kadhafi 

LYON (AFP) - Interpol said 
Sunday it had issued an inter¬ 
national ’’red notice” warrant 
for Libya’s ex-spy chief Ab¬ 
dullah Senussi at Tripoli’s re¬ 
quest following his arrest in 
Mauritania. 

”At Libya’s request, Inter¬ 
pol has issued a Red Notice for 
Colonel (Moamer) Kadhafi’s 
former director of military in¬ 
telligence, Abdullah al- 
Senussi, for fraud offenses 
including embezzling public 
funds and misuse of power for 
personal benefit,” the organi¬ 
sation based in Lyon, France, 
said in a statement. 

It said the request for the 
62-year-old was in addition to 
another Red Notice issued by 
Interpol at the demand of the 
International Criminal Court 
for Senussi in September for 
crimes against humanity. 


Senussi was arrested late 
Friday at Nouakchott airport as 
he arrived on a regular flight 
from Casablanca in Morocco 
carrying a fake Malian pass¬ 
port. 

Both France and the ICC 
had filed formal requests to ex¬ 
tradite him, a security source 
in Nouakchott said, but Tripoli 
has insisted that it should put 
him on trial. 

Libya is determined to try 
the feared former right-hand 
man of fallen leader Kadhafi 
and a delegation from the rul¬ 
ing National Transitional 
Council was expected to visit 
Mauritania soon to discuss 
Senussi’s handover. 

’’Interpol has committed it¬ 
self to supporting Libya’s ef¬ 
forts to achieve its goal of 
rebuilding their country and... 
their request for an Interpol 
Red Notice for al-Senussi is a 
clear demonstration of their 
commitment to international 
police cooperation and jus¬ 
tice,” Interpol Secretary Gen¬ 
eral Ronald Noble said in the 
statement. 

’’Targeting and arresting 
those involved in embezzling 
funds and making them ac¬ 
countable for their actions be¬ 
fore the courts will help Libya 
achieve its goal,” he added. 

France has requested 
Senussi’s extradition after a 
Paris court sentenced him in 
absentia to life imprisonment 
for involvement in the down¬ 
ing of a French airliner in 
1989.

Republicans heap blame on 
Obama for Afghan crisis 


'It's marvellous here': 
coach crash girl's final 
letter home 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
crisis in Washington’s relations 
with Afghan President Hamid 
Karzai sparked attacks Sunday 
on President Barack Obama, 
as Republican presidential 
candidates heaped blame on 
him for the troubles in the US 
exit strategy.

CARACAS (AFP) - Twelve

GENEVA (AFP) - A grieving 
father received his daughter’s 
final, cheerful letter from a 
Swiss ski resort two days after 
she died with 21 other children 
in a coach crash, Swiss paper 
Blick reported. 

Emma Molemans and her 
three best friends were killed 
in Tuesday night’s coach crash 
in a Swiss tunnel that claimed 
28 lives — 22 children and six 
adults. Another 24 children 
were injured, some of them se¬ 
riously. 

’’I’m still waiting and hop¬ 
ing that someone is going to 
phone me and say that it’s a 
terrible mistake and that my 
little Emma is still alive,” 
Johan Molemans told Blick 
from his home in the Belgian 
town of Lommel. 

On Thursday morning, 
Emma’s final letter arrived at 
their home, written from the 
Swiss resort where she and her 
friends were on a skiing holi¬ 
day. 

’’Hello to all of you at 
home, I took the lift today, my 
ski instructor is super nice,” 
she wrote. 

” We also did some walking, 
afterwards we slid down the 
slope on a plastic bag, and in 
the evening we sang all the 
songs, it’s really marvellous 
here.” 

Molemans’ voice broke 
when he read out her final 
words, Blick reported: ”I miss 
you so much.” 


It was a shock to receive the 
letter in the post, he said, but it 
was also good to know that 
Emma had lived some beauti¬ 
ful days just before her death, 
he told the paper. 

He was staying at home 
with the family’s two sons, 10 
and 20 years old, while his 
wife went to Switzerland to 
bring home their daughter’s 
body. 

Emma died beside her three 
best friends who were seated 
up front, just behind the driver. 

The four 11-year-olds had 
been inseparable, her father re¬ 
called. 

’’Emma grew up with her 
cousin Emily. They’ve always 
known each other, and the 
quartet formed at school when 
they met Eline and Emma,” he 
said. ’’From that moment on, 
they did everything together.” 

Blick carried a photo of the 
smiling girls tucked up in 
sleeping bags, side by side. 

They had shared the same 
bedroom during the holiday 
and it was his daughter’s first 
time skiing, her father said. 

The week-long Swiss ski¬ 
ing holiday for some school- 
children had been a local 
tradition for 40 years, he ex¬ 
plained. 

Emma’s 10-year-old brother, 
meanwhile, was still trying to 
comfort him, said Molemans, 
telling him that his sister 
would surely wake up again.

IMF chief cautiously 
upbeat on global 
economy

Beijing (AFP) - IMF chief 
Christine Lagarde said Sunday 
measures taken to fight finan¬ 
cial woes in Europe and the 
US were starting to pay off, in 
a cautiously upbeat assessment 
of the global economy. 

But Lagarde — in Beijing for 
a two-day trip to attend a high 
profile forum on China’s de¬ 
velopment and hold meetings 
with her economic counter¬ 
parts — also warned that 
"major" vulnerabilities still re¬ 
mained. 

"Even just a few months 
ago, the situation was decid¬ 
edly gloomy. Indicators for the 
last quarter of 2011 — namely 
for Europe and the United 
States — did not provide much 
reassurance," Lagarde said in a 
speech at the forum. 

Europe — China’s top export 
market — has been hit by a se¬ 
vere debt crisis that has seen a 
wave of credit-rating down¬ 
grades and brought Greece to 
the brink of bankruptcy, spark¬ 
ing concern across the world. 

But Lagarde said some of 
the policy actions taken — par¬ 
ticularly by the European Cen¬ 
tral Bank and some European 
countries — had helped sta¬ 
bilise the overall situation. 

Most EU nations agreed in 
January to a treaty that will re¬ 
quire governments to intro¬ 
duce laws on balanced budgets 
and impose near-automatic 
sanctions on countries that vi¬ 
olate deficit rules. 

And the looming threat of a 
Greek default has receded after 
most of the country’s private 
creditors agreed to a bond 
swap that will see them accept 
huge losses and wipe some 
100 billion euros ($132 billion) 
off Athens’ debt. 

The International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) also approved a 
new 28-billion-euro loan for 
Greece on Thursday, as part of 
the European Union’s bailout 
plan for the debt-riddled coun¬ 
try.

In the United States, mean¬ 
while, the economy has shown 
signs of improvement with bet¬ 
ter consumer and business 
spending and an improved job 
market, even if there is still 
high unemployment and a de¬ 
pressed housing sector. 

But Lagarde warned there 
were still major vulnerabilities, 
with public and private debt 
still high in many advanced 
economies, oil prices rising, 
and the risk of slowing activity 
in emerging nations. 

"The recovery will be a 
marathon, and not a sprint," she 
said. 

Lagarde praised China for its 
"leadership and adept policy 
skills" in the global financial 
crisis, but said it should con¬ 
tinue to move away from its 
dependency on exports and in¬ 
vestment, and focus more on 
domestic consumption. 

Speaking after Lagarde, Vice 
Premier Li Keqiang — who is 
widely touted to replace current 
Premier Wen Jiabao next year - 
- also emphasised the need to 
rebalance Chinese growth to¬ 
wards domestic demand. 

Angel Gurria, OECD secre¬ 
tary general, concurred, saying 
more social expenditure in 
China would be good for 
growth. 

If people feel ’’they’re having 
health, education, infrastruc¬ 
ture, they’re having housing fa¬ 
cilities available... there will be 
a higher propensity to spend 
and less to save," he said.

NEW DELHI (AFP) - Indian 
and African leaders on Sunday 
agreed to sharply increase bi¬ 
lateral trade to $90 billion by 
2015 as the two sides dis¬ 
cussed potential deals. 

The South Asian country is 
aiming to boost its trade and 
diplomatic ties with Africa 
where China has already made 


British budget to tackie 
property tax avoidance 



LONDON (AFP) - Britain’s fi¬ 
nance minister George Os¬ 
borne said he would launch an 
aggressive campaign on prop¬ 
erty tax avoidance in his an¬ 
nual budget on Wednesday. 

The chancellor of the ex¬ 
chequer said Sunday that he 
would clamp down on people 
selling property through off¬ 
shore companies to avoid pay¬ 
ing a tax on property 
purchases, known as stamp 
duty. 

"What you will see on 
Wednesday is a budget for 
working people, a budget that 
shows Britain can earn its way 
in the world, a budget that says 
Britain is not content with 
being in the second rank of 
economic powers," Osborne 
told BBC television. 

Senior government minis¬ 
ters agreed most of the major 


decisions almost a week ago 
and signed off on the final de¬ 
tails on Friday, the chancellor 
said. 

The stamp duty starts at one 
percent of a property’s value 
for homes costing more than 
£125,000 ($200,000, 150,000 
euros) and goes up to five per¬ 
cent for those costing more 
than £1 million. 

A slew of celebrities were 
reported Sunday to be among 
the super-rich employing the 
loophole, but it is also a well- 
known trick of wealthy for¬ 
eigners with homes in London. 

"Rich people — often for¬ 
eigners who come to this coun¬ 
try, but also some people here 
in Britain — who put homes 
into companies to avoid stamp 
duty; that is completely unac¬ 
ceptable," Osborne said.

The goal of achieving $90 
billion in trade between India 
and China in three years "is a 
significant improvement, con¬ 
sidering the fact that a decade 
ago the trade was $3 billion", 
Indian Commerce Secretary 
Anand Sharma said. 

Sharma was speaking at the 
first day of a three-day India- 
Africa meeting in New Delhi 
where organisers said more 
than 250 projects worth close 
to $30 billion were being dis¬ 
cussed. 

Over 600 African delegates 
are participating in the India- 
Africa Forum Summit, organ¬ 
isers said, while over 500 
Indian business delegates 
would also attend the meeting. 

India has been turning to 
the one-billion-strong African 
continent as it looks to diver¬ 
sify its energy sources and re¬ 
duce its dependency on the 
Middle East which supplies 
two-thirds of its energy im¬ 
ports. 

Africa, despite being home 
to most of the world’s poorest 
countries, is richly endowed 
with oil, minerals and other 
natural resources. 


Last year, the two sides had 
set a target of $70 billion trade 
to be achieved by 2015. Bilat¬ 
eral trade totalled $62 billion 
in 2011. 

At the meeting, the minis¬ 
ters launched the India-Africa 
Business Council to be co¬ 
chaired by Indian telecom czar 
Sunil Bharti Mittal, head of 
Bharti Group, and Dangote 
Group president Alhaji Aliko, 
known as Africa’s "cement 
king". 

The council will propose 
ways to increase economic 
and commercial ties between 
India and Africa. 

While China prefers gov- 
emment-to-government deals, 
Indian investment has been 
mainly in the private sector,

The pair co-founded the 
Stones in 1962 after they met 
in a London train station and 
discovered their mutual love 
for American blues music.

Tennis: Azarenka wins Indian Wells title

California (AFP) - World No. 1 
Victoria Azarenka routed 
World No. 2 Maria Sharapova 
6-2, 6-3 to win the ATP/WTA 
Indian Wells women's title on 
Sunday. Azarenka has won all 
23 matches she has played 
this year, the best start to a 
season since Martina Hingis 
won 37 in a row in 1997. 
Azarenka's victory comes 
just six weeks after she beat 
Sharapova in straight sets in 
the Australian Open final to 
win her first Grand Slam title. 
The 22-year-old from Belarus 
hit one ace, had two double 
faults and won 71 percent of 
her first serve points in col¬ 
lecting her fourth title of 2012 
and a $1 million winner's 
check.

MELBOURNE (AFP) - 
McLaren’s Jenson Button won 
the Australian Grand Prix in a 
thrilling start to the season 
Sunday as he held off two- 
time defending ehampion Se¬ 


bastian Vettel in seeond plaee. 

The 32-year-old English¬ 
man started seeond on the grid 
but took advantage of a slow 
getaway by his pole-sitting 
team-mate Lewis Hamilton to 
take the lead at the first eomer, 
and then eontrolled the raee all 
the way to the flag. 

Hamilton, struggling for the 
paee he exhibited as he flew to 
pole on Saturday, finished 
third behind Red Bull’s de¬ 
fending double world eham¬ 
pion Sebastian Vettel, who 
elimbed from sixth on the 
grid. 

Vettel’s reeovery — aided by 
a timely safety ear interven¬ 
tion — shows that he and his 
team are not to be taken 
lightly, and will be loeked into 
what looks like a elose eham- 
pionship battle with MeLaren. 

’’That was beautiful, just a 
perfeet start and it shows how 
good a winter ean be,” said 
Button. ”A great start to the 
year for me and the team.” 

It was the 2009 world 
ehampion’s third win in four 
years at the Australian Grand 
Prix, and the 13th of his ea- 
reer. 

Loeal hero Australian Mark 
Webber eame home fourth to 
deliver his best finish at his 
home raee in the seeond Red 
Bull. 

Two-time ehampion Fer¬ 
nando Alonso of Ferrari was 
fifth after a foreeful raee from 
12th on the grid, following a 
disappointing qualifying per- 
formanee on Saturday, ahead 
of Japanese Kamui Kobayahsi 
of Sauber. 

The 2007 ehampion Finn 
Kimi Raikkonen, who started 
18th on the grid, eame home 
seventh for Lotus in his first 
raee after a two-year absenee 
in rallying, and Mexiean Ser¬ 
gio Perez was eighth for 
Sauber. 

Australia’s seeond entrant 
Daniel Rieeiardo finished in 


the points on his debut with 
the Toro Rosso team by taking 
ninth position in a dramatie 
finish ahead of Briton Paul Di 
Resta, 10th for the Foree India 
team. 

Seven-time ehampion 
Miehael Sehumaeher of Ger¬ 
many was an early retirement 
in his Mereedes. 

Vettel said he believed he 
had a good ehanee to attaek 
the MeLarens in the raee and 
would have pushed to pass 
Hamilton even without the 
help of a safety ear, after 38 
laps when Russian Vitaly 
Petrov pulled up and parked 
his Caterham on the straight. 

Vettel said: ”I deeided to 
stay out when Lewis went into 
the pits and I think we would 
have had a eraek without the 
safety ear. Maybe it helped us 
a little bit to get past Lewis. 

A dejeeted Hamilton said: 
’’Firstly eongratulations to Jen¬ 
son — he did a great job. And 
to the team for doing great job. 
It was a bit of a tough day for 
me, but we’ve got a lot of raees 
ahead of us.

NBA: Lin and Knicks 
click in 102-88 win 
over Pacers 


INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - Je¬ 
remy Lin led the Knieks with 
19 points Saturday as New 
York beat the Indiana Paeers 
102-88 to improve to 3-0 
sinee interim coach Mike 
Woodson took the helm of 
the NBA team. 

Lin, who emerged as an 
NBA sensation under former 
Knicks coach Mike D'Antoni 
last month, added seven re¬ 
bounds and six assists as he 
proved he can continue to 
thrive under the Woodson 
regime. 

Carmelo Anthony and 
Amare Stoudemire scored 16 
points apiece and J.R. Smith 
chipped in with 11 for the 
Knicks, who notched just 
their eighth road victory of 
the lockout-shortened season. 

The victory followed their 
115-100 triumph over the 
Pacers at Madison Square 


Garden on Friday night. 

Since Woodson took over 
following D'Antoni's abrupt 
departure this week, the 
Knicks have won three 
games by an average of 23.7 
points. 

While much had been 
made of how Woodson might 
change the Knicks' offensive 
system — and how point 
guard Lin would fit in — an 
increased focus on defence 
has been the most noticeable 
change. 

After a high-scoring first 
quarter, the Knicks gave up 
just 53 points over the final 
three periods. 

Roy Hibbert scored 24 
points with 12 rebounds and 
Paul George added 18 for the 
Pacers, who made only 4 of 
15 shots from the floor in the 
final period. 

For Woodson, it was a vic¬ 
torious homecoming to a city 
where he was once a high 
school star. 

After the Knicks' big win 
on Friday, however, he knew 
Pacers fans wouldn't be wel¬ 
coming. 


Football: French women's match called 
off over headscarves 


NARBONNE (AFP) - A ref¬ 
eree on Sunday refused to of¬ 
ficiate a French women's 
football match, when players 
for one of the teams took the 
pitch wearing Muslim head- 
scarves, the club involved 
said. 

The official sent a report to 
the Languedoc-Roussillon 
league in the south of the 
country about the incident in¬ 
volving players from Petit- 
Bard Montpellier, who had 


been due to play Narbonne in 
the regional promotion tie. 

The league must now de¬ 
cide whether to order the 
match to be replayed or to 
award a win to Narbonne. 

The two teams played a 
friendly match instead, with 
Narbonne winning 7-6. 

Football's world governing 
body FIFA banned players 
from wearing the Islamic 
headscarf in 2007, claiming it 
is unsafe. 


But football federations 
and even the United Nations 
have urged FIFA to lift the 
ban, maintaining that con¬ 
cerns about safety are baseless 
and that it discriminates 
against Muslim players, par¬ 
ticularly when no such restric¬ 
tions apply in other sports. 

Iran's women's team last 
year forfeited a 2012 Olympic 
qualifier because players 
wouldn't play without wearing 
hijabs.

Federer beats Isner for Indian Wells title

INDIAN WELLS - Roger 
Federer beat American 
John Isner 7-6 6-3 on Sun¬ 
day to become the first 
player to win the Indian 
Wells ATP tournament four 
times. 

The Swiss world num¬ 
ber three blunted the pow¬ 
erful serving of Isner with 
a controlled display, edg¬ 
ing the American 9-7 in the 
first set tiebreak then 
breaking him twice in the 
second set to triumph in 
one hour and 21 minutes. 

Federer clinched the 
title when the towering 
Isner, who upset world 
number one Serb Novak 
Djokovic in the semi-fi¬ 
nals, dumped a forehand 
into the net. 

The Swiss, who had 
won three consecutive ti¬ 
tles at Indian Wells from 
2004-06, raised both arms 
skywards in celebration as 
the capacity crowd erupted 
in applause. 


The success marked his 
third trophy on the trot 
after Rotterdam and 
Dubai. 

The victory in 86 min¬ 
utes marked the 18th Mas¬ 
ters 1000 title for the Swiss 
30-year-old, who was 
playing in his 103rd final 
with 73 titles. 

Federer and Azarenka 
each earned $1 million, the 
richest winner's checks in 
the tournament's history. 


Federer improved to 39- 
2 since last year's U.S. 
Open, with his only losses 
to No. 2 Rafael Nadal in 
the semifinals of the Aus¬ 
tralian Open and the 11th- 
ranked Isner, who won on 
the Swiss star's home turf 
Federer avenged both 
those defeats in consecu¬ 
tive days, putting away 
Nadal in the rain-delayed 
semifinals Saturday and 
then Isner.
